OTTAWA’S WORKS PROGRAM 

The supplementary estimates brought down 
at Ottawa givé a list of the appfopriations to be 
made for public works projects designed to pro- 
vide employment for idle men; the main esti- 
mates having included the sums required to 
carry on the ordinary services of Government. 
The supplementaries thus show to what extent 
it is planned to attack the unemployment pro- 
blem directly by a program of federal public 
works construction. 

Scanning the list of undertakings, people in 
Edmontoén and throughout central and northern 
Alberta will wonder whether Ottawa imagines 
that unemployment has ceased to be a serious 
matter in this section of the country. There is 
included a vote of $2,600 to help repair the low 
level bridge at Edmonton; and that seems to 
constitute the construction program so far as 
this part of the province is concerned. 

Southern Alberta fares better. There is a 
sum of $376,767 in the estimates to complete the 
“fort” at Calgary, and $175,000 to build a 
Mounted Police guard room in the same city, 
with numerous sums for reclamation work in 
the dry districts. 

While $1,600,000 is to be spent in improving 
national parks, there are no votes for improve- 
ments to Jasper Park, nor for assisting to create 
a westward outlet from Jasper to the B.C. 
highway system. But there an item of 
$471,000 to complete the palatial administration 
building at Banff and develop the Kootenay 
park, another item of $650,000 to improve park 
roads and tourist routes from the international 
boundary to Banff, Yoho and Kootenay parks, 
and a third item to provide $100,000 for a 
buffalo slaughter-house, presumably at the 
Wainwright park. . 

Northern Alberta was unfortunate in that 
the late Government did not leave here a num- 
ber of uncompleted projects for the present 
Government to finish; as it did in southern 
Alberta. And is again unfortunate in that the 
present Government does not seem to be dis- 
posed to balance the score by making a com- 
parable expenditure on new undertakings in 
this part of the province. 

Perhaps Ottawa has been reading the pre- 
dictions of the Provincial Ministers that they 
will have everybody in Alberta busy building 
roads by the middle of summer, and has con- 
cluded no further federal help is needed in 
Alberta, other than to wind up the Dominion 
projects which were started last year in this 
province.

Don't think that Cadborosaurus is a joke or 
the figment of an alcoholic dream, I know 
Major Langley, the first Victorian to sight 
Caddy, and can vouch for the Major’s sobriety 
and experience as a yachtsman. Since the Major 
first sighted him well abaft of the Union Club, 
Caddy has been seen by a hundred other people. 
Once he was seen at a distance of but 24 feet 
by an affrighted hunter in a skiff on his way 
to retrieve a duck he had shot. A great head, 
like that of a marine cow emerged from the 
water a dozen feet or so and the duck disap- 
peared down its cavernous maw. 

A couple of years ago this column told of 
some well-authenticated reports of great sea- 
monsters—that reported by Capt, Sir Arthur 
Rostron and some of his officers from the bridge 
of the Mauretania off the south coast of Ireland, 
that frightened a fisherman next day in Bristol 
channel and the drawing and entry in his log 
book of a great sea-serpent sighted off the 
Prince of Wales bank in Chinese waters by a 
Vancouver skipper whose name I forget. 
According to his log, he steamed abreast of the 
great creature for twenty minutes, at a distance 
of 150 yards before it suddenly dived from view. 
In the interests of Caddy, Gerry McGeer, the 
Vancouver Jubilee Celebration and Truth, I 
propose to tell of a few more recorded instances 
of sea-serpents and sea-monsters. 

One of the most detailed reports is that of 
Chelonia Lovelli, named after Miss Lovell, a 
school teacher of Great Sandy Island off the 
Great Barrier Reef of Australia. With two of 
her pupils she saw the monster at a distance 
of but five feet. It was basking in shallow 
water as the teacher with her pupils approached. 
For half an hour they stood awe-stricken, 
watching the creature till it put out to sea. 

Described as a monster looking like a cross 
between a turtle and a fish, it had jaws eighteen 
inches long. The head and neck were green 
with white spots, and a white band round a 
black eye. Its body was dome-shaped, about 
eight feet across and five feet thick. The crea- 
ture was about twenty-eight feet long and had a 
tail twelve feet in length. Its scales were of 
silver-white, its fins a chocolate brown. Six 
other white folk tell of seeing the creature, 
which is known to the natives as “Moha-Moha.” 
According to the natives it has attacked men 
in the camps of the blacks.

Captain Cringle of the S.S. Unfali in Decem- 
ber, 1893, sighted a huge sea-serpent, but for 
some time refrained from telling about it for 
fear of being ridiculed. It kept abreast of the 
ship till night-fall, rushing through the water 
at great speed, at times. The captain says it was 
and of dark color. It dipped its head 
under water occasionaliy, but usually carried 
its head above water, showing fifteen feet of 
its head and neck. The chief mate, Mr. Powell, 
made entry in his log, writing: 


“Sighted ...a montser fish of the serpent 
sort, about eight feet Jong, with slimy skin 
and short fins ... about the size of a full- 
grown whale. I distinctly saw the fish’s 
mouth open ‘and shut with my glasses. The 
jaw appeared to be about seven feet long 
with large teeth. In shape it was just like 
a Conger eel.” 


Ten years later, the yacht Valhalla, while 
engaged in scientific research off the coast of 
Brazil, sighted a monster with an eel-like neck 
about six feet long and as thick as a man's 
thigh. Its head was shaped like that of a turtle. 
It lashed the water with a wriggling effect, and 
had a dorsal fin (i.e, on its back) about four 
feet long and sticking about two feet out of the 
water. Two of the scientists were Fellows of 
the Zoological Society. They say it was neither 
a whale nor a serpent. In their opinion it was 
a mammal. 


There are scores of reports of sea monsters 
from qualified observers, many of them well 
authenticated, from that of the Norse mission- 
ary Hans Egede, till that of our own Caddy. 
Hans Egede tells of seeing on July 6, 1734, off 
the coast of Greenland, a terrible sea-monster 
with a long, sharp snout, a body like a serpent 
covered with hard wrinkled skin, and having 
broad, large flappers. He says it raised itself 
so high that its head “reached above our main- 
top” and that after going under water “it cast 
itself backward, and in so doing it raised its 
tail above the water a whole ship-length from 


its body.” Egede wes a keen observer of 
natural objects and well acquainted with 
whales.

Too many people expect to find the years 
between forty and fifty unpleasant. Women 
espectally expect poor health and discomfort 
at this time.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Una B. inquires: “Is there any 
treatment to be given by the patient to himself 
at home for an abscess of the bladder? Is this 
the same as cystitis?” 

ANSWER: Cystitis refers to inflammation of 
the bladder, and while it is not the same as an 
abscess of the bladder, it frequently accompan- 
ies abscess formation. If the abscess is discharg- 
ing, there will be present in the kidney elimina- 
tion a variable amount of pus. A home treat- 
ment is unwise and the patient should be de- 
pending upon a doctor to give a suitable local 
treatment. An abscess of the bladder is too 
serious a trouble for me to attempt to give much 
information by mail regarding treatment. The 
direct supervision of a doctor near enough to 
see the patient personally is necessary. 

QUESTION: Mrs. V. writes: “Please give me 
your opinion of the food value of unbolted corn- 
meal bread.” 

ANSWER: The unbolted, unrefined corn- 
meal is a healthful food and is placed in the 
starchy class the same as all grain foods. When 
this bread is used, it should be taken in com- 
bination with the non-starchy vegetables. 

QUESTION: Mr. A. L. asks: “What is meant 
by petit mal?” 

ANSWER: Petit mal refers to epilepsy in a 
mild form.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1896, Sir Donald 
A. Smith was appointed to the 
vacant office of High Commis- 
sioner in London. Two months 
later came the defeat of the Tup- 
per ministry and the advent to 
power of the Liberals under 
Wilfrid Laurier. 
new ministry had taken office the 
question arose as to what should 
be done about the London office. 
Many Liberals wanted Donald 
Smith retired and “a good Grit” 
put in his place; but Mr. Laurier 


realized the delicacy of the situa- | 


tion and, not having any member 
of his party wealthy enough to 
carry the burdens of 
commissionership, decided, in 
spite of the protest of some of 
his ministry, that Sir Donald 
should not be interfered with “for 
the preser‘” and so Sir Donald 
carried on. 

Then came the diamond jubilee 
year and an inc fent happened 
which made Mr. Laurier regret 
that he had not taken his col- 
leagues’ advice, for when he got 
to England the Canadian prime 
minister found that, despite him- 
self, he was to be created a 
knight.

Perhaps if 
the “hungry Grits” of 1896 had 
had their way and Donald Smith 
hed been retired from the high 
commissionership, Wilfrid Laurier 
would never have become Sir 
Wilfrid!

Telk- 
phone calls have been pouring 
into these offices every minute. 


Family groups gathered intent- 
ly about their radios on Monday 
night when the Canadian Radio 
Commission gave such an excel- 
lent and graphic broadcasting 
service from the minehead where 
gallant miners were frantically 
struggling and sweating to re- 
lease the imprisoned men. 


The heart of the whole contin- 
ent seemed to beat in unison with 
the waxing and waning hopes af 
those who were laboring in that 
fatal far-off shaft. 

Not so many years ago, famine 
and disaster and suffering in re- 
mote sections of the world affect- 
ed us not at all.

The only way to combat Socialism is to restore an adequate 

standard of living. There is no such thing as maintaining a 

democracy on the basis of one-eighth of the population being on 


direct relief, and another one-eighth of the population suffering 
from drastically reduced earning power. 


Also the only way to restore an adequate standard of living 
is to provide an adequate and liberal supply of legal tender money 
available for loans at low interest and reasonable times of instal- 
ment payments secured by a first charge on fixed assets in Canada, 
valued on a basis of the complete work, to any and every person 
desirous of undertaking any work of construction or improvement 
or development involving the paying of wages to labor and the 
purchase of materials. 


The provision of a first charge on each security and of in- 
stalment payments will create a revolving fund continually in- 
creasing the margin of security for each loan and extending to 
new works and new securities. It will only take about six hundred 
thousand separate loans, ranging from $250 to $5,000, to give 
employment to two million people and to, at least, double the 
domestic commerce of Canada. There can be no risk of loss with 
every loan made a specific charge on an ascertained security. 
Contrast this with the millions of dollars now being poured out 
for relief and totally lost. 


The Liberal party of Canada has just one chance to get down 
to a really constructive basis. At least one-half the votes cast 
for Liberal candidates in the last general elections were votes of 
protest; votes cast to end the Conservative regime and to bring 
about restoration now. Unless the Liberal leaders effect this 
restoration there will be no old-line party with any substantial 
following in Canada. 


Prattle and chatter about keeping the national credit good is 
absolutely disgusting to a public, led to believe that change of 
government would result in a restoration of the standard of living. 
The announcement by the minister of labor that the only way 
to put the unemployed to work would cost so much as to make 
necessary a resort to a Socialist state, brought out the most definite 
public disgust shown in connection with any public announce- 
ment in the memory of this writer. 


Fortunately, the statement made by the minister of labor was 
a demonstrable error. There will be no cost to the nation by 
reason of putting the unemployed to work. On the contrary there 
will be a saving of the entire relief losses; except the payments 
to the aged, the infirm and the helpless. 


The only thing needed by the people of Canada is a monetary 
system under which construction and development can be re- 
sumed and continuously carried on; not by the government or by 
large corporations, but by the millions of plain people who by an 
aggregation of small undertakings can and will rescue the national 
life and restore adequate standards of living. 


Distrust of the ordinary people is no part of Liberal political 
belief; but it seems to bulk very large as one of the influences 
governing action and inaction at Ottawa. Someone ought to im- 
press upon Ottawa that there is a limit to bureaucracy; and an 
imminent danger of recourse to Socialism involved in delaying 
restoration.

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useful and permanent asset of the 
nation, if the bridge is not with- 
drawn from public use in 20 years , 
why should the million dollar bes | 
withdrawn from circulation in 20 
years? Perhaps the following sim- 
ple example may illustrate the 
fallacy. Suppose the Dominion 
Government were to adopt one 
of the many colonizing schemes 
that have been proposed and set 
aside a block of our northern 
territory for re-establishment of 
some of our unemployed, one, 
ten, or 100 thousand, the number 
is immaterial, but let it be as- 
sumed that the most careful esti- 
mates were made as to the sum 
necessary to set up the colony on 
a self-supporting and debt free 
foundation and the amount ar- 
rived at was $100,000,000, the cur- 
rency to be printed and given to 
the colonists by instalments from 
time to time as required and 
when final instalment was hand- 
ed over the venture was a suc- 
cess, the colonists being self-sup- 
porting, prosperous and free from 
debt, property in the way of 
dwelling houses, productive 
farms, coal mines, possible oil 
wells, power plants, etc, to the 
value of $100,000,000 created 
through the industry of the col- 
onists plus the FREE use of the 
necessary amount of a medium of 
exchange to foster unhampered 
interchange of goods and services 
among the colonists. 

Now we have a $100,000,000 col- 
ony as a going concern, which 
will cost for maintenance 10 per 
cent or $10,000,000 per year. Hav- 
ing $100,000,000 in circulation, it 
would be a simple matter to with- 
draw $10,000,000 by means of tax- 
ation in the spring and return it 
to circulation in wages for main- 
tenance by the end of the year. If 
the colony by that time, for tne 
sake of argument, was fully de- 
veloped, it could maintain its 
prosperity and keep going indef- 
initely. BUT, and this is a very 
big but, if arrangements had to 
be made for withdrawing the 
money advanced over a period of 
years, say twenty, what would 
happen to the colony? 

We all know that under our 
present system any productive 
business must have a _ certain 
amount of working capital, if part 
of that capital is withdrawn, pro- 
duction is proportionately cur- 
tailed, if all capital is withdrawn 
that’s the end of that business. 
The same applies to a City or a 
Province or a Dominion; we have 
tried to substitute debt and in- 
terest for free money in a ratio 
to our increase of real wealth 
production and we are where we 
are today in consequence; and if 
we change to the issue of free 
money in place of debt and in- 
terest and plan to withdraw all 
such issue within a definite per- 
iod of time, the ultimate result 
could be no other than confusion 
worse confounded. 

Mr. Comptin is quite wrong on 
one other very important point. 
He says, “There is, I believe, quite 
sufficient currency in existence 
right now.” If we had ten times 
the amount we have in existence 
it is very doubtful if that would 
be anything like cnough for our 
legitimate needs, shortage of cur- 
reu@y forces the use of credit, the 
bankers’ strangle hold on the 
world today; which is no slur on 
bankers, some people are fcols 
and they don't know it, bankers 
are holding up the works but 
they don’t know it, once they 
come to realize it, there will be 
a different world almost over

bonds were issued, or what for— 
all we were informed was that we 
had a debt of over $160,000,000; 
other bonds of the same class, re- 
newable in the same identical 
way, if at all. 

Our bankers were in no doubt 
regarding this matter, as they al- 
ready had a current overdraft in 
the millions—they knew that the 
money to meet the Savings De- 
posits had been dissipated, with- 
out security or provision for re- 
payment; just spent. To those 
familiar even in part with Gov- 
ernment finance, the antics of the 
ridicule brigade on April 1, 1936, 
only fooled themselves. To make 
this abundantly clear, I will draw 
your attention to the three major 
classes of public borrowings. 

First, there is the Sinking Fund 
variety—to borrow on debentures 
for a definite time, and generally 
for a definite purpose; the tax- 
payer assesses himself enough so 
that on the due date the money 
is on hand to return or pay off 
the obligation. This is the usual 
form of municipal borrowing, and 
unless the taxpayer fails to meet 
his payments, the matter is very 
simple—except that the interest 
is generally too high, just because 
the municipality is smaller than 
the Province or State or Nation, 
which looks like a very poor rea- 
son to me. 

Next in order—and we will get 
rid of it shortly as it is not neces- 
sary to this discussion—is the long 
time (perpetual) heavy national 
borrowings, sometimes known as 
Consols, at the lowest interest 
rate. Due any date, only retirable 
by purchase in the openg§market. 
Perpetual bonds, British Consols, 


were a name to hypnotize even a 
banker, if they had enough 000,000 
after the first figure. 

Then we have the third class, 
the class in question — fifteen, 
twenty and thirty-year deben- 
tures. No sinking fund, no defin- 
ite fund even to secure renewal if 
floated for a definite purpose or 
interest, a railway or a dairy pool, 
or a telephone system; the inter- 
est thus assisted was supposed to 
take care of the bonds or deben- 
tures on the due date. This easy 
money system created the issue 
in question, $3,000,000, due April 
1, 1936, with no industry or ear- 
marked assistance to retire same 
in full, if at all, In other words, 
unless there was a surplus in 
General Revenue, these deben- 
tures would have to be renewed 
at an increased or reduced inter- 
est rate; no other question could 
arise. 

Now who could give the money 
to renew these bonds? Certainly 
not the Province, with an over- 
draft in millions, which has al- 
was renewed such borrowings. 
But in order to save the bond 
dealers’ faces, it must be rigged 
up so that the real defaulter, or 
repudiator, or one who fails to do 
the usual thing, is of course the 
Province (borrower), and not the 
bond dealer, who happens to be 
the only one on earth who could 
| step into the breach. 

And so on April 1, 1936, with 
one accord Chicago and Detroit 
papers joined with Montreal, To- 
ronto and New York papers, to 
tell their readers all about it, and 
with such deceptive headlines 
that you would think our pres- 
ent Government had actually bor- 
rowed this money and agreed to 
pay it back on April 1st, 1936,

THE BIG THREE 


Editor, Bulletin: Three factors 
stand out clearly in relation to the 
present economic situation; viz.! 

10 The growth of debt. Total 
public and private debts in U.S. 
now aggregate some $240,000,000,- 
000. The annual interest at 5 per 
cent exceeds $16,000,000,000, Nec- 
essary amortization payments 
would bring this overhead to 
about $30,000,000,000. On the 
other hand the total national in- 
come in 1934 was estimated at 
$45,000,000,000. How shali we 
continue to pay wages and divi- 
dends out of this jackpot, let alone 
pay the debts themselves? How 
long will it be before it is impos- 
sible to pay any more interest? | 
And what will money be worth 
when the interest rate reaches | 
zero?’ (The same applies to Can- 
ada as well as the U.S.) 

(2) The population growth is 
approaching a stationary rate; no 
increase of markets can be ex- | 
pected from an increasing popu- 
lation. The limit of Price System 
expansion has been reached and 
passed, and a Price System which 
cannot expand is washed up. 

(3) The undermining of the 
market for goods and services 
here and abroad due to the dis- | 
placement of man-hours by cheap 
power and automatic machinery. 
The rate of growth of the tech- | 
nological factor is such that since | 
1930 man-hours per unit of pro- 
duction in 69,000 manufacturing | 
establishments have gone down 
nearly 40 per cent: In other words 
it now takes 60 men to do the 
work of 100 in 1930.

by any miracle get back to the 
production volume of 1929, we 
should find five or six million 
unemployed instead of the esti- 
mated three million at the peak 
year of prosperity, (What will 
the unemployment situation be 
like if production dips to a level 
lower than that of 19297) 

Here is the paradox: In the 
midst of potential abundance we 
still find it necessary for one- 
third of our population to subsist 
upon the meagre outpourings of 
charity. We find our factories 
and machines idle because of our 
present methods of distribution, 
We must stop growing grain, de- 
stroy cotton, fruit, vegetables and 
meat, occupy impossible dwelling 
places, while millions suffer from 
malnutrition. 

The problem stated in simple 
terms consists in assembling those 
intelligent, socially minded and 
functionally capable elements of 
the population and training them 
further for the task ahead of 
them—that of setting up the new 
system at the right time to avoid 


chaos, That that moment is ap- | 


proaching swiftly there is no 


doubt, Since there are on the | 


continent some 300,000 technic- 
ians, and some three or four mil- 
lions partially trained men and 
women along technical lines, it is 
to these that we look for leader- 
ship in the practical problem 
ahead of us.

WAS heaven back there in the trans- 

port. It was in the woods; the trees were 

all shot to hell, the ground was like

j We were ‘machine gunners and got this 
refuge because we had horses. We used the horses with 
limbers—English style—to carry our guns when the 
going was safe. Other times we carried them on our 
backs, The army thought a horse was worth half a dozen 
men. So there was likely to be a place like this to keep 
them in. Here, too, they kept the rolling kitchens, the 
typewriters, the rations, the red tape, the clerks, the 
horseshoers and the cooks—all the things that must be 
kept intact to hold the integrity of an outfit, 


We were there a month. The line ahead was steady, 
#0 our duties were occasional. We'd 80 up, a few guns 
at a time, shoot a barrage, and come back—those who 
survived. Here when the sun rhone you could strip, pick 
over your underclothes, wash them and yourselves. You 
could lie on your back naked on a blanket, which was 
delightful. You could sleep nights and eat hot food. 

George Rathbone commanded our company and Sece 
ond Lieutenant Winthrop commanded the transport. 
That meant that whatever the rest of us did, Winnie 
stayed back here. He'd see that horses were hitched for 
us and limbers ready to carry our guns as far as we 
could without endangering the horses and when we 
came out he'd send the limbers to meet us. But he him- 
self never had to go up.

Winnie was the youngest of us; just a boy, he was. 
Often when I looked at him J thought of that song “O, 
My I'm Too Young to Die,” the Canadians used to sing. 
Winnie was too young to die. We were glad, second, 
because, in spite of his youth, he was the only one of us 
that was married. Most of us had gone to the wedding— 
it was at Camp Dix a month before we sailed—and we 
had fallen as much in love with Caroline as time and 
conduct becoming officers and gentlemen permitied.

Retford is a little town in Not- 
tinghamshire of about 13,000 
Measurements of children entering 
and Jeaving school have been taken 
there for some years. It has been 
found that those entering in 1935 
averaged 1% inches taller and 542 
pounds heavier than those who 
entered in 1930. The average 
“school-leaver” showed an increase 
of 2.3 inches in height and 98 
pounds in weight 

What makes these improvements 
the more remarkable is that they 
have occurred during a period of 
severe unemployment and financial 
hardship. The medical health 
officer attributes th> increases to 
the distribution of milk at the 
schools, the education of mothers 
in food and health problems. early 
medical treatment of minor physical 
defects and dental trcuble by 
school doctors and dentists, better 
housing conditions and improved 
school buildings. 

Additional evidence comes from 
the Isle of Man, where sun-bathing 
is given part of the credit for the 
improvement. As similar efforts are 
going on all over the country it is 
aparent that the rising generation 
is likely to constitute something 
better than a C3 population,

$61,000 Start in $750,000 
Plan Recommended 
This Year 


Proposed expenditure of ap- 
proximately $750,000 on improve- 
ments and extensions to the Ed- 
monton airport and the city's 
seaplane base at South Cooking 
Lake was discussed by commis- 
sioners and departmental officials, 
Saturday morning.

the wood appears dry and shrivel- 
Jed upon arrival, the plants should, 
after removing all packing, be laid 
wholesale in a trench and covered 
completely with several inches of 
soil. A thorough soaking should 
then be given and the plant al- 
lowed to remain thus for three 
days, when they will generally be 
found to have fully recovered their 
plumpness, but if not ready to plant 
at once, the roots should be placed 
in water until you are ready. 


I cannot impress it upon you too 
strongly to avoid any possibility of 
the roots drying out, for the plant 
food stored in the root system must 
keep the plant alive until it has 
regained sufficient strength to ab- 
sorb more food. Remove the plants 
from the water one at a time as 
required for planting or if this is 
not convenient, cover them with 
more wet sacks, but on no account 
expose them to the wind and sun 
even for a few minutes, 


PLANTING 

There is no operation in rose cul- 
ture more important than planting, 
and it is generally agreed among 
experienced growers that roses 
when improperly planted cannot 
thrive. We must remember that the 
plant has been living for some time 
on the food stored up in the root 
system and is for a while a surgical 
case, so we must do our utmost 
to encourage the plant to become 
first convalescent, then vigorous, s0 
proper planting means all the dif- 
ference between success and fail- 


ure. First, examine the root system, 
and remove with a sharp knife any 
roots that have been broken or 
badly crushed, just beyond the 


break, making a clean cut leaving 
no ragged ends. If several of the 
roots are considerably longer than 
the rest they may be shortened to 
make the root system symetrical. 
Some growers prefer to plant in 
a round hole, others prefer a square
